P A S S IN G O F THE PA C K E T S. 
It comes as a bit of a shock to learn that 
Memphis, Tenn., has lost its last river packet 
steamboat line. 
The Valley Line Steamers, Inc., last of the 
Memphis lines, suspended operations late in July, 
and offered for sale the three steamers it had 
oeen operating. This action left Memphis with­ 
out a packet service for the first time in more 
than a century — for the first time, in fact, since 
tiie Mississippi first became a steamboat high­ 
way. 
There is something melancholy about this bit 
jf information. To be sure, it is a long time 
since the river was the great artery of commerce 
hat it used to be. Freight still goes up and down 
the stream in great volume, but it goes chiefly 
jy barges now, and the gilded, shining "floating 
palaces" of an earlier day belong with the crino­ 
line dresses and flounces of a bygone genera­ 
tion. 
Still, there were yet passenger steamers on the 
river, and one to whom the Mississippi river 
teamer was always a thing of romance was 
bound to have Memphis down in his mind as the 
very center of this glamorous traffic. 
From 
Mark Twain’s day onward the packets gave 
Memphis an especial flavor. Imagining Memphis 
without river steamers is like imagining Florida 
without oranges. 
Of course, it does not do to be too sentimental 
about it. Memphis is still growing and prosper­ 
ing. The great trade of the valley still flows 
through its portals, and more travelers go up 
and down the river now than ever before — and 


they go in more comfort, now, riding in luxur­ 
ious Pullmans, or in their own automobiles, 
spending a day or so on a journey that used to 
take a fortnight. 
Nevertheless, the passing of the packets xobs 
American life of one more bit of color, of ro­ 
mance, of excitement. The railway train iu more 
efficient than the packet, but it is not half so 
lovely to look at. The disappearance of Mem­ 
phis’ last packet line symbolizes the way in which 
the modern age is cutting away the attractive, 
decorative frills of a former day.

Hold s Record 


Washington, J uly 
30— ($P) — 
The searing drought which for 
vveeks and months has baked 
arge areas between the Rocky 
mountains and the Appalach­ 
ians was listed 
today as 
the 
vvorst the country has experi- 
jnced sincce stale-wide weather 
records began. 
J . B. Kincer, meteorologist of 
the Department of Agriculture, 
described it as unparalleled in 
ohe records which r~^ch bu.eek 
fori;« 
r fifty 
.rs. 
Fit hi ..s 
who have watched 
.heir nups wither under almost 
unpreceaented temperature rec­ 
ords accompanying moisture de­ 
ficiencies, 
particularly 
corn, 
pastures and fall truck crops, 
received no encouragement. The 
forecast division of the Weath­ 
er Bureau said no relief was in 
fight for several days more at 
.east. 
In Indiana, rainfall was 58 per 
cent of normal from March to 
J une, 10 per cent less than the 
next lowest record. 
J uly con­ 
tinued very dry with prelimin­ 
ary records showing 1.3 inches 
—the dryest since 1901 when the 
J uly reccord was 1.3. 
“ Every additional day with­ 
out rain,” Kincer said, notwith­ 
standing cooler weather, neces­ 
sarily will further reduce crop 
prospects.” 
Winter wheat harvest, how­ 
ever, 
is 
nearing 
completion, 
without 
appreciable 
damage. 
Considerable 
deterioration 
of 
the late spring wheat was re­ 
ported but harvesting of 
the 
early ccrop is well advanced.

Washington J'APJJ— Bjy 
the 


new tariff law, rates on unpro- 
cessed .agricultural products are 
increased 51.6 percent above the 
1922 level, an analysis by the 
American farm bureau federa- 
tion shows. 


Secretary Hyde has expressed 


the opinion that the American 
farmer will benefit by a net gain 
of $102 a year under the new 
tariff act. He cites particularly 
the increased duties levied on 
wool, eggs, long staple 
cotton 


and dairy products. 
It is the unprocessed article 


upon which the farmer is the 
prime beneficiary of a rate of 
jduty. Thus, butter, sugar, cheese, 
canned fruits and canned vege- 
tables, stemmed1 tobacco and 
scoured wool are listed as the 
"first processed forms of agri- 
cultural commodities." 


The increase on "first pro- 


cessed forms" was only 14.6 per 
cent. If the rates on the first 
processed forms be included with 
agricultural 
commodities the 


average rate shows an increase 
of 32.04 percent whereas 
the 


rates on industrial products were 
increased 10.5 percent. 


The advantage to agriculture 


or industry under the new* law 
is largely determined by the side 
upon which first processed forms 
are placed. 


In the act of 1922 the average 


rate on industrial products, in- 
cluding first processed forms of 
agricultural products, was 37.35 
percent, whereas the 
average 


rate on purely agricultural pro- 
ducts was 22.37 percent, or a dif- 
ference of 14:98 points in favor 
off the industry. 
' ' la the act of 1930, however, 
this amount of spread was re- 
duced almost half by- raising the 
rate on agricultural products to 
33.94 percent, and the rate on 
industrial products to 42.83 per 
cent, leaving a difference of only 
8.89 points in favor of industry.
